WASHINGTON (AP> - A Co- 
lum bii Broadcasting System in­ 
terview with former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson deleted, at 
Johnson's request, a comment 
questioning the Warren Com­ 
mission's theory that a single 
assassin killed President John |

Kennedy, 
the 
Washington j 
Post reported today. 


The Post said the deletion, 
made in the final scheduled in­ 
stallment of an interview with 
the former president, was re* 
quested by Johnson on grounds 
of national security. The tele­ 
cast is to be aired Saturday 
night. 


In New York, CBS declined 
comment on the Post report. 


The newspaper quoted a CBS 
source who, it said, confirmed 
the former president expressed 
reservations about the commis­ 
sion's finding. The Post said the 
source refused to disclose the 
wording of the question put to 
Johnson and his answer. 


H ie Post quoted Richard S. 
Salant. president of CBS news, 
as saying the deletions had been 
made. 


But, the newspaper said, Sal­ 
ant and CBS executives declined 
to confirm or deny the deletions 
were comments concerning the 
assassination. 


H ie Post quoted sources close 
to CBS as saying that Johnson, 
when asked by interviewer Wal­ 
ter Cronkite for his opinion of 
the commission’s findings, re­ 
plied that he has never been 
‘‘absolutely’* satisfied with the 
report.

Judge Macgill had suspended 
Brown’s trial last Monday when 
the defense certified it had peti­ 
tioned for federal jurisdiction. 
That was the ninth delay in the 
proceedings. 


Three judges of the 4th U.S. 
circuit Court of Appeals upheld 
Monday a U.S. District Court 
judge's opinion that there was 
no evidence Brown’s civil rights 
would be impaired by trial on 
the state level. Macgill then set 
Monday as the date for resum p­ 
tion of the trial.

SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command announced today the 
loss of five more aircraft in 
which 15 Americans died and 
six were wounded, and an acci­ 
dental bombing by U.S. planes 
that killed 10 Vietnamese mili­ 
tiamen and wounded 20 others. 


Eight of the Americans were 
killed in an Army UH1 helicop­ 
ter shdt down Monday in the 
Central 
Highlands 
21 
miles 
southeast of Pleiku City. The 
only survivor was wounded. 


Another six Americans were 
iflilled and two injured early to­ 
day when a twin-engdne AC119 
gunship crashed and burned in 
a rice field just alter taking off 
from Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base. Spokesmen said the cause 
of the crash was under investi­ 
gation, but it appeared that the 
plane 
developed 
mechanical 
trouble. 


An OHff observation helicopter 
ora shed Monday whi le toying to 
evade enemy «round fire within 
a mile of the Cambodian border 
67 miles northwest of Saigon. 
Two Americans were wounded, 
a spokesman said. 


U S. headquarters also made 
a delayed announcement of the 
loss of a medical evacuation 
helicopter last Thursday to ene­ 
my ground fire two miles north­ 
west of the besieged Dak Seang 
Special Forces camp in the Cen­ 
tral Highlands. No casualties 
were reported. But it was the 
15th American aircraft tost at 
Dak Seang sfoce the North Viet­ 
namese laid suege to ithe camp 
on Apnil 1.

Force fighter-bomber 
that was hit last Saturday on a 
mission over Laoe. The crew 
tried to get back to its base tin 
Thailand but crashed southeast 
of Khon Kaen, in Thailand.

Negro Publisher 
Robbery Suspect, 
Hangs Himself 


FLINT <AP)— The publisher 
of a weekly Negro newspaper 
in Kalamazoo was found hanged 
today in a cell at the Genesee 
County Jail in Flint. 


Undersheriff Norman Harlan 
said Donald Phillips, 39, appar­ 
ently hanged himself following 
his arrest Monday in connection 
with the $12,400 robbery of a 
Flint bank. 


Phillips, publisher of the Kala­ 
mazoo Ledger, was jailed short­ 
ly after 8 p.m. Monday following 
his arrest outside a branch of­ 
fice of the Flint Citizens’ Bank, 
Harlan said. 


Phillips was a business asso­ 
ciate of murdered Jackson Ne­ 
gro publisher Charles Cade, who 
was slain in his Jackson apart­ 
ment last year. No one was 
charged in that slaying. 


LANSING (AP) — Suburban 
Detroit-area legislators, taking 
their cue from daylong racial 
tension in River Rouge, tried to 
win passage in the Michigan 
House Monday night for a bill 
proposing a local riot act. 


After more than two hours of 
debate the House shortly before 
midnight rejected by four votes 
a bill that would authorize local 
officials to: 


—Declare a state of emergen­ 
cy and order a curfew. 


—Ban sale of alcohol, g aso 
line, firearms and ammunition. 


—Issue any other orders and 
rules “necessary to protect life 
and property or bring the emer­ 
gency situation within the af­ 
fected area under control.” 


The bill, introduced by Rep. 
Joyce Symons, D-AUen Park, 
and more than a dozen col­ 
leagues, proposed to extend the 
power on a county-wide level to 
a committee of the prosecuting 
attorney, 
sheriff 
and 
county 
board of supervisors chairman. 


Under the bill, their emer­ 
gency proclamations would ex­ 
pire after 48 hours unless ex­ 
tended by the governor. 


The final vote on the measure 
was 52-37, with 56 needed to 
pass it. 


Opposition to the bill 
was 
raised principally by black leg­ 
islators 
from Detroit 
and a 
handful of white liberals. 


RIVER ROUGE, Mich. 
(AP) 
—Racial feelings, frazzled by 
weeks of black-white hostility, 
remained raw' today in this in­ 
dustrial Detroit suburb, where a 
clash between black and white 
students led to rock-throwing, 
looting and the burning of three 
stores. 


The high school, center of the 
tensions since February, was or­ 
dered closed until further notice 
by the school board. 


7 Policemen Hurt 


Seven law officers and an un­ 
known number of civilians were 
injured. Two of the officers re­ 
quired hospital treatment. 


A state of emergency — con­ 
sisting of a 6 p.m. to 5 a.m. cur­ 
few — was ordered by Mayor 
John McEwan after a boxcar 
burst into flames on the Penn 
Central Railroad 
tracks near 
the school. 


Gov. William Milliken told a 
news conference today that he 
was “satisfied it w'as handled in 
the best way possible." 


Milliken said he was “aware 
there is some question’* about 
the legality of mayoral emer­ 
gency proclamations. He said he 
did not intend to issue a cover­ 
ing proclamation himself. 


No Curfew Arrest* 


McEwan said no arrests were 
made for curfew violation. Traf­ 
fic moved freely on Jefferson 
Avenue, the main street through 
the community, during the cur­ 
few hours.

The meeting broke up when the 
school’s principal tried to ad­

Highway Plan 


The annual I'epoil; of the ^lichigan Highway 
Commission was distributed last week, about the 
same time as details on a proposed $1.6 billion 
construction proposal for the 1970s were made 
public for the first time by Panax Newspaper. 


And although the annual I'ei^i’t deals large­ 
ly with accomplishments in Michigan during the 
last year and in the past decade while the con­ 
struction proposal is futuristic, there ai*e some 
parallels in both documents. 


In the 1960s, the annual i*e])ort points out, 
“Michigan built nearly 1,000 miles of freeway 
acix)ss the length and breadth of the state. That's 
an average of one mile every thi^e to four days.” 
At the same time, iiowever, replacement or 
Improvement of highways not on that freeway 
network (the ABC system) ai*e well behind the 
needs, the report continues. “Since Congress in­ 
tended that the Interstate system be completed 
as quickly as possible, 90 per cent of the costs 
are reimbursed by the federal government. Other 
federal-aid highways, not tied to a federal time­ 
table, receive 50-50 matching m o n e y, which 
amounts to about only one fourth of the Inter­ 
state appropriations.” 


The shortages in Michigan's non-Interstate 
trunkline system, many of which are only too 
evident in the Upper Peninsula, ai*e recognized 
in the new construction program which was un­ 
veiled by Charles H. Hewitt, chairman of the 
commission, and Henrik E. Stafseth, director. 
Key factor of course is money.

To finance the propoaed construction in the 
1970s, Stafseth recommends among other things 
a one cent per gallon increase in the tax on gaso­ 
line and two cents per gallon increase in the 
diesel fuel tax — a suggestion that already is 
finding opposition in the legislature. Bu.t unless 
there is some additional revenue, apparently 
many of the highway needs are going to have to 
wait. 


The annual report makes that abundantly 
clear. 


Improvements and maintenance of the 
atate’s highway system will have to be “com­ 
mensurate with the funds available,” the report 
says. *The extent to which Michigan will be able 
to meet its highway needs depends on many fac­ 
tors, mostly involving money.” 


To that question, it*s unfortunate that 
Michigan did not apply itself 10 years ago. The 
atate has been one of the most progressive in 
the nation In Interstate freeway construction, 
completing nearly 80 per cent of the programmed 
bileagc. But while the ribbons of four-lane con­ 
crete — and there is no Intent to minimize their 
importance or criticize their construction — 
apread across the state, many roads in the non­ 
freeway system were allowed to deteriorate to 
the point where it’a going to cost a bundle of 
cash to bring them up to the condition required 
today and in the future. 


Stafseth’s program projects $1.6 billion.

If It takes a tax increase on motor vehicle 
fuels to finance the program, then the legisla­ 
ture might well get about the job. 


The annual report indicates that the largest 
chunks of Michigan’s highway dollar will con­ 
tinue to go toward completion of the Interstate 
aj'vtem and although the system is 80 per cent 
completed some of the most expensive mileage 
— through the urban areas — remains to be 
constructed. The Interstate system is a bargain 
with 90 per cent of the costs paid by the federal 
government and to delay it would only push the 
final price even higher. At the same time, Mich­ 
igan’s other road heeds must be given greater 
consideration than they received during the in­ 
itial stages of Interstate construction. 


The $1.6 billion program, which includes an 
east-west fi*eeway in the Upper Peninsula not a 
part of the Interstate system, provides for meet- 
mg some of those needs. It is up to the legis­ 
lature to come up with the dollars to pay for it. 


Staying Small 


The tendency in recent years has been for 
m a n y private colleges to become enamored 
with bigness. In the process, many have gone 
the route of accepting govemment and founda­ 
tion money and have been drawn into the web 
of educational standardization and confomiity. 


It is refreshing, therefore, to hear of a small 
college that is standing against this trend — 
and doing so successfully. 


Such an institution is Wabash College at 
CraN^"fordsville, Ind., whose president, Dr. Thad- 
deus Seymour, has stated a policy that departs 
from the response of most colleges to present- 
day pressures. 


“More than ever before in our history,” says 
Dr. Seymour, “a college liks ours will be needed 
in the coming decade, and our best response to 
the future will be to remain a stable, relatively 
conservative institution, resolute in pui*pose in 
the face of tlie headlong change which is all 
around us . . 


Preserving Wabash as a small college, says 
Dr. Seymour, will require ingenuity and hard 
work, including the “laborious raising of funds.” 
But the task is worth it, he believes, in terms 
of Wabasli remaining independent and free of 
government control .“Wabash has always steered 
an independent course,” Dr. Seymour explains. 
‘*Today we cjin see the wisdom of this policy as 
private institutions become increasingly depend­ 
ent on public funds and thereby subject to regu­ 
lation . . . I am proud that we have stood on our 
own feet, refusing to trade private independence 
for public dollars.” 


Tlie, result of this independence at Wabash 
la an educational balance that exists on few 
publicly subsidized campuses. Unlike so many 
institutions that tilt to the left and offer a 
dreary ideological diet, the faculty at Wabash 
it drawn from almost all points in the political 
spectrum. It includes, in addition to the usual 
advocates of collectivism, professors who believe 
in limited government, free market economics, 
and private property. 


Many private small colleges have yielded to 
the pressure of numbers and, relying on public 
for exiMiion« lost their identity.

The Chinatown business is 
lyinptomatic. Tom-'ists who go 
to

nothing more maievolent in 
mind tlian getting a bit of sun­ 
tan and snorkcling amid the 
fish, come home with stories 
about tlie i-esentment they en­ 
counter from local populations. 


A friend who edit« a paper 
on the island of St. Croix teUs 
me it is not the native blacks 
w'ho stir up animus against the 
tourists; the older natives are 
predisposed to like visitors, for 
tlie tourist trade gives a dra­ 
matic fillip to tlie local standard 
of living. According to my 
editor friend, it is young blacks 
who have returned from the 
continental United States that 
have been dripping ideological 
poison into tlie ears of their 
seniors.

Highway Plan 


The annual report of the Michigan Highway 
Commission was distributed last week, about the 
same time as details on a proposed $1.6 billion 
construction proposal for the 1970s were made 
public for the first time by Panax Newspapers. 
And although the annual report deals large­ 
ly with accomplishments in Michigan during the 
last year and in the past decade while the con­ 
struction proposal is futuristic, there are some 
parallels in both documents. 
In the 1960s, the annual report points out, 
‘‘Michigan built nearly 1,000 miles of freeway 
across the length and breadth of the state. That’s 
an average of one mile every three to four days.” 
At the same time, however, replacement or 
improvement of highways not on that freeway 
network (the ABC system) are well behind the 
needs, the report continues. “Since Congress in­ 
tended that the Interstate system be completed 
as quickly as possible, 90 per cent of the costs 
are reimbursed by the federal government. Other 
federal-aid highways, not tied to a federal time­ 
table, receive 50-50 matching m o n e y , which 
amounts to about only one fourth of tile Inter­ 
state appropriations.” 
The shortages in Michigan’s non-Interstate 
trunkline system, many of which are only too 
evident in the Upper Peninsula, are recognized 
in the new construction program which was un­ 
veiled by Charles H. Hewitt, chairman of the 
commission, and Henrik E. Stafseth, director. 
Key factor of course is money.

To finance the proposed construction in the 
1970s, Stafseth recommends among other things 
a one cent per gallon increase in the tax on gaso­ 
line and two cents per gallon increase in the 
diesel fuel tax — a suggestion that already is 
finding opposition in the legislature. Birt unless 
there is some additional revenue, apparently 
many of the highway needs are going to have to 
wait. 
The annual report makes that abundantly 
clear. 
Improvements and 
maintenance of 
the 
state’s highway system will have to be “com­ 
mensurate with the funds available,” the report 
says. “The extent to which Michigan will be able 
to meet its highway needs depends on many fac­ 
tors, mostly involving money.” 
To that question, it’s unfortunate that 
Michigan did not apply itself IO years ago. The 
state has been one of the most progressive in 
the nation in Interstate freeway construction, 
completing nearly 80 per cent of the programmed 
bileage. But while the ribbons of four-lane con­ 
crete — and there is no Intent to minimize their 
importance or criticize their construction — 
spread across the state, many roads in the non­ 
freeway system were allowed to deteriorate to 
the point wTiere it’s going to cost a bundle of 
cash to bring them up to the condition required 
today and in the future. 
Stafseth’s program projects $1.6 billion.

If it takes a tax increase on motor vehicle 
fuels to finance the program, then the legisla­ 
ture might w'ell get about the job. 
The annual report indicates that the largest 
chunks of Michigan's highway dollar will con­ 
tinue to go toward completion of the Interstate 
system and although the system is 80 per cent 
completed some of the most expensive mileage 
— through the urban areas — remains to be 
constructed. Tile Interstate system is a bargain 
with 90 per cent of the costs paid by the federal 
government and to delay it would only push the 
final price even higher. At the same time, Mich­ 
igan’s other road needs must be given greater 
consideration than they received during the in­ 
itial stages of Interstate construction. 
The $1.6 billion program, which includes an 
east-west freeway in the Upper Peninsula not a 
part of the Interstate system, provides for meet­ 
ing some of those needs.

World Has Designs 
On Its Own Suicide 


The tendency in recent years lias been for 
m a n y private colleges to become enamored 
with bigness. In the process, many have gone 
the route of accepting government and founda­ 
tion money and have been drawn into the web 
of educational standardization and conformity. 
It is refreshing, therefore, to hear of a small 
college that is standing against this trend — 
and doing so successfully. 
Such an institution is Wabash College at 
Crawfordsville, Ind., whose president, Dr. Thad­ 
deus Seymour, has stated a policy that departs 
from the response of most colleges to present- 
day pressures. 
“More than ever before in our history,” says 
Th*. Seymour, “a college bks ours will be needed 
in the coming decade, and our best response to 
the future will be to remain a stable, relatively 
conservative institution, resolute in purpose in 
the face of the headlong change which is all 
around us . . .” 
Preserving Wabash as a small college, says 
Dr. Seymour, will require ingenuity and hard 
work, including the “laborious raising of funds.” 
But the task is wrorth it, he believes, in terms 
of Wabash remaining independent and free of 
government control .“Wabash h a s always steered 
an independent course,” Dr. Seymour explains. 
“Today we can see the wisdom of this policy as 
private institutions become increasingly depend­ 
ent on public funds and thereby subject to regu­ 
lation . . . I an) proud that we have stood on our 
own feet, refusing to trade private independence 
for public dollars.” 
Tile result of this independence at Wabash 
is an educational balance that exists on few* 
publicly subsidized campuses. Unlike so many 
institutions that tilt to the left and offer a 
dreary ideological diet, the faculty at Wabash 
is draw*n from almost all points in the political 
spectrum. It includes, in addition to the usual 
advocates of collectivism, professors who believe 
in limited government, free market economics, 
and private property. 
Many private small colleges have yielded to 
the pressure of numbers and, relying on public 
funds for expansion, lost their identity. Wabash 
is one college that is showing it need not be so.

DETROIT (AP) ~ An 84*year> 
old white woman - described 
by a former roommate as too 
miserly to pay $125 for needed 
glasses-has left almost $250,000 
to the United Neigro Codlege 
Fund. 


The donor, Mrs. Regina M. 
Peffly, diied last Jan. 4 in her 
amall rented rooms on Detroit’s 
southwest sidte. Her wiii was ad­ 
mitted to probate Monday. 


Mrs. Cnessey Wilson. 60, 
a 
former roomate, said Mrs. Pef­ 
fly had planned to give 
her 
money to tihe fund because “she 
said the (Negroes) had always 
been mistreated.” 


Acquaintances, however, were 
stunned to realize the woman’s 
wealth. UNCF officials sadd they 
didn’t know of the woman’s 
existence until after her death. 


Her stockbroker, R i c h a r d 
Cleary, a vice president 
of 
Bache & Co., said she made <t6ie 
mon«y by playing “with those 
little, cheap speculaive stocks 
and she frequently bought and 
•old.”

UNCF 
in 
Michigan 
history. 
Funds are used to help studtsnts 
at 36 predominaovtly Negro col­ 
leges in tihe South. 


A clue to Mrs. Peffly’s inter­ 
est was found among paperii 
in her twt> - room apartment. 
It was a 15-year-old newspaper 
clipping mentioning the fund and 
the fact that Wade McCree, 
who since has become a feder­ 
al judge, was UNCF cochair- 
man in Michigan-. 


In her will, Mrs. Peffley di- 
Tiec«red that Judge McCree be­ 
come the fiscal agent for 
the 
eatate. Hie will said after debts 
are paid, which are minor, all 
assets will go to the fund.

Peffley was 
once married and divorced, there 
were no known living relatives.

In a letter to Kelley Monday, 
Turner asked for details of Kel­ 
ley's appointment of assistants 
since becoming attorney gener­ 
al himself in December, 1961. 


Tin'ner chargcd that assistant

Robert 
Goussey 
failed to forward such informa­ 
tion Friday as promised earlier 
in the week. 


Goiissc>’ heads the criminal 
law division in Kelley’s office. 


“In particular we were inter­ 
ested in the Pratl, Thorburn, 
Piggins and Bow'les Grand Jur­ 
ies." Turner said in his letter to 
Kelley. 


Turner added, “I want to ob­ 
tain a list of every investiga­ 
tion and prosecution assigned to 
George B. Murphy.” Murphy is 
an assistant attorney general in 
the office's Detroit divisicm for 
highway matters. 


The letter to Kelley asked for 
the information by Hiursday. 


“Otherwise, I will regretfully 
have to seek appropriate legal 
relief tn behalf of the people of 
Michigan.” Turner wiote. 


Reached in his Howell offfice, 
Tnrner said he would file a pe­ 
tition in Ingham County Circuit 
Court for an injunction to pre­ 
vent Kelley’s office from con­ 
tinuing ixnitine affairs until the 
information is supplied.
